Comments on the Chinese Question. 

New York, March 4. 
The Tribune Washington corres- 
pondent says on the Chinese debate: 
The speeches of yesterday were in fa- 
vor of the measure, although objec- 
tionable. features were pointed out, 
and were uniformly dull. Farley, the 
Demecratic Senator from Californin, 


was especially prosy, but this is to be 
expected, for Miller's speech of Tues- 
day exhausted the affirmative side of 
the question, and left nothing for his 


colleague to ay except to re-assert the 
stock arguments which were first heard 
from the tips of Kearney against the 
slant-eyed celestials. Morey asserted 
at uonecessary leugth bis.own belief 
chat the framers of the Constitution 
never intended opening upa way of 
life, liberty and pursuit of happiness 
to Asiatics. .»Senator. Salisbury, who 
once explored the Chinese quarters of 
San Francisco, gave some hints of his 
cone see rience, 
that the Mongolhan and Caucasian 
races would never assimilate, and that 
the Mongolians were not desirable 
neighbors, but industrious laborers. 
He conceded to California the same 
right which he would claim for his 
own le-—that of judging for 
themselves im regard to the matters 
which were chiefly of local impor- 
tance. It was apparent to his mind 
that legislation was invoked under the 
influence of overmastering posses- 
sions. The suspension of immigra- 
tion for ten years would give the pas- 
sions time to cool off. 

Bayard made half an hour’s speech, 
closing the debate for the day. His 
private idea was that the obedience 
and peacefulness of the celestial was 
the result of the external repressiog 
force under which-fer ages the Chi- 
nese had lived, and which rendered 
them quite incapable of mastering 
and appreciating republican ideas and 
principles. 

The only historical statement of the 
progress of diplomatic negotiations 
and legislative action relatiog to . this 
subject, was made by Miller, of Cali- 
fornia, whose speech was admirable 
in temper, and judicial in fairness. 
The Senator showed that the measure 
was not a surprise to the Senate, as it 
had been to Congress before, and 
would be a law of the land but for 
the interposition of the Executive veto. 
President Hayes, it will be remember- 
ed, disapproved the bill on the ground 
that it virtually soght. to amend 
an existing treaty. Hayes afterward 
appoiated a commission to go to China 
for the purpose of negotiating a treaty 
under whose provisions restrictive reg- 
ulations could be applied to Chinese 
emigration, This treaty was secured, 
the concession granted, and interdic- 
tion agreed upon. The Senate ratified 
that treaty with scarcely a dissentiog 
voice. The bill now before Congress 
is intended to enforce. treaty stipula- 
tioos. Miller very forcibly argued 
that a great nation like ours cannot 
afford inconsistency in action or be- 
tray a vacillating, staggering, inconsis- 
tent policy ia its intercourse with 
other nations. 

New Tonk, March 4. 

The World's editorial says: No 
doubt there is a great deal of dema- 
gogism in the California treatment of 
the Chinese question, it is in Califor- 
nia, or ut least on the Pacific coast 
alone, that there is any Chinese ques- 
tion. It has been showa over end 
over again that the Chinese question 
is less and less a burning question, and 
that the emigration from the Chinese 
Empire is steadily diminishing; but 
none the less has the possibility of a 
great emigration been shown.
